NEW JOHN LOWE FUND 


Many of you will remember 
the John Lowe fund last year, 
sponsored by the Lake Wales 
Radio Club and Florida Skip. 
As a result of that fund, John, 
K4HJV was put on the air with 
a Gonset G-76. (See photo) 

Lucky Parker K4EBO of Bar- 
tow sent us a nice letter plus 
some newspaper clippings from 
the Bartow DEMOCRAT recent- 
ly and here is the new story on 
John Lowe: 

“John Lowe, who is an active- 
ly valuable member of the Polk 
county C. D. radio network 
despite blindness and paralysis 
caused by rheumatoid arthritis, 
has a chance to regain partial 
use of his crippled limbs and 
body. 

“An orthopedis surgeon in 
Orlando, who examined Lowe re- 
cently, is confident he can help 
the plucky former Lake Wales 
farmer with a series of opera- 
tions, extending over two years 
or more. 

“The surgeon will donate his 
high-priced skill without charge. 

“The hospital bills, though, 
will have to be paid. They will 
be expensive. Lowe has no 
money. He has been bedridden 
since 1935, a patient in the Polk 
County paralytic home for the 
past four years. 

“Through the efforts of Mrs. 
Clyde Simmons of _ Bartow, 
Lowe’s case was called to the 
attention of the Orlando surgeon 
in November. 

“She raised the money to pay 
for transporting Lowe to Ohlan- 
do for the examination. When 


the surgeon’s report was favor- 
able, she sought funds to pay 
the prospective hospital bills. 


“For the first operation, 
alone, the hospital bill probably 
will be about $800. 


“That figure is based on the 
surgeon’s estimate that Lowe 
will have to be in an Orlando 
hospital from two to three weeks 
after the operation, before he 
can be returned to Bartow to 
recuperate, and on the hospital’s — 
estimate of a cost of $40.00 a 
day. 

“The surgery will consist of 
removing a bone from one of 
his wrists so that the hand, now 
drawn down so that it almost 


touches the forearm, can be 
straightened into a “neutral’’ 
position. 


“It will be held in that posi- 
tion by a cast for from six to 
10 weeks, as the bones fuse into 
their new position. 


“Several months later, identi- 
cal surgery will be performed 
on the other wrist. 

“Eventually, if Lowe’s physi- 
cal condition will permit, himilar 
operations would be performed 
to straighten out his hips, per- 
mitting him to sit up for the 
first time in more than 20 years. 

“These are the things which 
the surgeon — reputedly the 
best in his field in the south— 
believe can be done to help 
ease the pain and restore some 
mobility to the 51-year-old 
Lowe. 

“These are the things which 
can be accomplished if we will

WATCH YOUR FREEDOM 
Editor Florida Skip: 


Reference article in March 
SKIP, “Watch Your Air Poli- 
tics” by WS8MBI. I hope your 
readers will also keep in mind 
to “Watch Their Freedom.” 


In the United States we have 
freedom — freedom of speech. 
The individual is free to advo- 
cate his opinions. 


FCC section 12.103 refers to 
restrictions on amateur “broad- 
casting’, not restrictions on 
the content or text of communi- 
eation of a two-way amateur 
QSO. FCC section 12.106 clearly 
defines one-way communication 
(code practice, bulletins, etc.) 
It does not restrict, as implied 
by the article, opinions or com- 
ments of one amateur to an- 
other. 


The Logan Act (violated by 
citizens of this country by pay- 
ing ransom to a nearby dicta- 
tor, according to a Miami Fed- 
eral Judge) in no way prohibits, 
as implied again by the article, 
private citizens (amateurs) 
from expressing their opinions, 
on or off the air. Not even 
Congress can supress_ this 
right. 

The First Amendment of the 
Constitution (remember ?) 
reads, “Congress shall make no 
law respecting an_ establish- 
ment of religion, or prohibit 
the free exercise thereof; or 
abridging the freedom of speech 
or of the press; or the rights of 
the people to assemble, and to 
petition the government for a 
redress of grievances.” Con- 
gress cannot abridge freedom 
of speech and neither can FCC. 
Neither can the ARRL, nor the 
local radio club. 


If we “monitor” or restrict 


ourselves on our own right 
of freedom of speech, if we 
make certain topics “taboo” on 
the air, our “voluntary” re- 
striction could soon be made 
permanent. It has happened i 
other countries, even countrie 
of many DX amateurs we talk 
to daily. THEY don’t talk poli- 
tics. They don't DARE. We 


should not personally critisize 
or lambast the DX’ers of 
“alien political philosophies,” 
as they have no control of the 
situation, but the situation still 
exists. Voluntarily restricting 
our own freedom of speech not 
only helps, but hastens, the 
Communist plan for complete 
control. 


We should not talk of poli- 
tics with our fellow amateurs, 
when our nation is founded and 
governed by a political sys- 
tem? Is this the same system 
that will determine whether 
your amateur license will be 
issued gratis, or for a fee, or 


at all. How can we “freely 
talk” “demonstrating the 
good life, how we live,—” etce., 


and omit any discussion of poli- 
ites, religion, and other free- 
doms granted by our Constitu- 
tion? Lets us really keep ama- 
teur radio a hobby by enjoying 
it without “voluntary” censor- 
ship.

RADIO ASTRONOMY 


Three centuries have passed 
since Gallieo saw the moons of 
Jupiter and ‘the crescent of 
Venus, and although telescopes 
have been vastly improved since 
that time, the best lenses and 
mirrors still rely on _ visible 
light. Now a view of the uni- 
verse is on display through the 
science of radio astronomy. 

Radio astronomy is only 30 
years old, yet new discoveries 
are recorded ‘almost every day. 

In 19382, Karl Jansky, a tele- 
phone physicist was studying 
the crackling static that can 
be very annoying in radio com- 
munications. During the periods 
when no lighting flashes were 
in the atmosphere, a faint hiss 
seemed to rise and fall as the 
earth turned. Studying this 
phenomenon carefully, Jansky 
found tha tit reached maximum 
strength 4 minutes earlier each 
day, a fact which seemed sig- 
nificant. The sidereal day, which 
measures the earth’s rotation in 
respect to teh stars is 4 minutes 
shorter than the 24 hour solar 
day, hence Jansky came to the 
conclusion that the hiss was 
radio waves from beyond the 
sun, 


A radio amateur, Grote Reb- 
er of Illinois alone followed up 
Jansky’s lead. He built a 81 
foot dish antenna in his back 
yard and discovered that the 
sky was full of radio start 
which had nothing to do with 
ordinary stars. 

The world’s first radio tele- 
scope opened up a new sky— 
now the radio sights which 
have become visible would fill 
the world’s largest book, but 
radio astronomy is growing so 
fast that it will be many years 
before such a hook is ever 
written.

A Special Report: 
GUGLIELMO MARCONI 


Born April 25th, 1874, nearly 
90 year ago, Guglielmo started 
out early to make a name for 
himself. Starting in Bologna, 
Italy, or Italian-Irish parents, 
he studied at the University of 
Bologna, and at the age of 21 
was busy duplicating Hertz ex- 
periments. The Hertz wave 
transmission theory haunted 
him. He improved the evperi- 
ment by adding Branley’s co- 
herer which was still a scien- 
tific movelty. In 1895-96 he 
conducted a series of experi- 
ments, improving the Branley 
coherer, adding the Loomis 
Aerial wire and ground system 
of the Morse Telegraph, using 
the Grayham Bell telephone 
headset. History tells us he was 
unable to interest several gov- 
ernments, including his own, 
in the importance of his dis- 
coveries. Finally, in 1897, the 
British Government favored 
him with approval, extended 
patent rights, allowed ham to 
farm the ‘Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Company”. After 
two years of exhaustive tests 
with many types of aerials, 
larger spark coils, an improved 
Onesti coherer with his own re- 
set knocker, he must have real- 
ized that Hertz was on the 
wrong track, frequency-wise. 
Marconi added the tuning coil 
and the loading coil and by 
some luck or fortune arrived 
at a wavelength of several 
thousand meters, which tuned 
rather sharply to his estima- 
tion. 


In 1899, at the age of 25, 
he transmitted and _ received 
signals across the English Chan- 
nel, a distance of about 22 miles. 
These were real telegraph sig- 
nals witnessed by the English 
Government. Working still hard- 
er, he continued to improve his 
receiving and transmitting ap- 
paratus. He was partial to the 
vertical (quarter-wave) anten- 
na and ground which today 
bares his name. Experiments 
aboard ship convinced him this 
antenna was best, since his 
shore antenna was of the same 
type, and perhaps unbeknown 
to him, created the first verti- 
eal-to vertical polarization. By 
December 1901, he had success- 


fully communicated between 
Cornwall, England and New- 
foundland, Canada, with the 


cooperation of the British Goy- 
ernment and the people of 
Canada. 


In 1908, commercial messages 
were being transmitted from 
Cornwall to America on a wave- 
length of approximately 12,000 


meters (24 KC). Marconi con- 
tinued to experiment with many 
kinds of detectors, none of 
which made him famous. . He 
did develop the ‘“‘wire recorder” 
but called it a detector. With- 
out any means of amplification, 
he was unable to capture elec- 
tromagnetic wave impulses and 
to hear them in his headset. 


In 1910, Marconi developed a 
new receiver using the DeFor- 
est Audion. He immediately de- 
veloped his own tube which he 
called the “Marconi V. T.” but 
as far as we know was built by 
Telefunken, Osram, H. J. Round, 
and even the Moorhead Labora- 
tories. Marconi was the first 
to put pins on the vacuum tube. 
DeForest never did get around 
to this until about 1923. Eufo- 
pean Marconi VT’s had the 
typical lone pin base similar to 
the later WD-11. Canadian and 
American Marconi V. T. had 
the short pin Shaw base similar 
to the UV-200 in later years. 
This was known also as the 
“Navy Base” as it was standard 
with the USN, from about 1915 
to 1985, when the UX base 
showed up. Marconi’s VT’s were 
povular as late as 1920 in the 
USA. 


Going back to 1910, Marconi 
developed a duplex system of 
transmission and the following 
year installed his equipment in 
most of the large oceon-going 
liners, including the ill-fated 
“Titanic”, call MGY. The huge 
flat-top antennas of many par- 
allel wires, as a “T’ type, or 
inverted “L” were so much 
“Marconi” that they were al- 
ways spoken of as “the Marconi 
aerial” in one breath. 


During World War I, 1914-18, 
Marconi was in charge of the 
wireless _operations .for -the 
Italian Government, and _ in- 
venter a number of new valuable 
improvements. One of the most 
important, was the directional 
wireless by means of which he 
was able to detect the flight 
path of the German Zeppelin 
when theiy innocently used their 
wireless apparatus. Working 
for the Italian Government, 
didn’t help his wealthy English, 
Canadian, and American hold- 
ings, and considerabl compe- 
tition crept in. Radio Corpora- 
tion, later RCA, General Elec- 
tric, Westinghouse, Mackey, 
AT&T, Western Electric were 
some of his biggest grief and 
he dropped out of the Ameri- 
can picture in about 1920 to 
1922. However, in 1924, in the 
course of experiments with 
short waves, he invented the 
beam antenna, using a trans- 
mission line which it is believed 
he failed to patent, perhaps not

It is irony, to say the least, 
that for a man so notable, one 
of our greatest original experi- 
menters, equal to Edison in in- 
ventive talent, our No. 1 ama- 
teur, like DeForest, never 
bothered to get a personal Ham 
License. After much research, 
I find however, that the Cana- 
dian Experimental Call 9BC 
was actually issued to the Mar- 
coni Wireless Telephone Com- 
pany in Montreal, Canada for 
a wavelength of 3000 meters 
and was in use as late as 1922. 
Oddly enough, the call ZBC was 
assigned the “Marconi British 
SS” at about this time. 

Marconi received innumerable 
honors, undisputed inventor of 
“Tuend Wireless Telegraphy” 
1896, Nobel prize for physics, 
1909, receiving the G. C. V. O., 
1914, and becomong a Senator 
of the Kingdom of Italy, 1915. 
Before his death in 1987, at the 
age of 63, he was considered a 
very wealthy man, owned one of 
the largest private yachts 
afloat, the “Electra” and was 
still experimenting with “wire- 
less control” of dynamic power 
devices.

The following amateur regu- 
lations are published for your 
information and guidance. Read 
them carefully please.” 

12.103 Broadcasting prohibit ga 
ed. Subject to the provisions o 
12.106, an amateur station shall 
not be used to engage in any 
form of broadcasting, that is, 
the dissemination of radio com- 
munications intended to be re- 
ceived by the public directly or 
by the intermediary of relay 
stations, nor for the retrans- 
mission by automatic means of 
programs or signals emanating 
from any class of station other 
than amateur. The forego'ng 
provision shall not be construed 
to prohibit amateur operators 
from giving their consent to 
the rebroadcast by broadcast 
stations of the transmissions of 
their amateur stations, pro- 
vided, that the transmission of 
the amateur stations shall not 
contain any direct or indirect 
reference to the rebroadcast.

SPECIAL VHF REPORT 
Apsey W4Y0OQ/2 


Through the kindness of Ed 
Hort, uW2Gb Yo Unione Ned aL 
had the privilege of visiting 
the Ucara, Union County Ama- 
teur Radio Association and lis- 
tening to a very interesting talk 
by Carl Scheidler, W2AZL. 


Carl ‘s with the Bell Labs 
at Murray Hill, N. J. Bell Labs 
created the now famous Telstar. 
Carl is an authority on VHF- 
UHF propagation due to his 
interest and ten years of in- 
tensive research on the matter. 
He has had several articles pub- 
lished in national amateur maga- 
zines. 


His talk on VHF UHF pro- 
pagation applies almost the 
same to six meters as it does to 
two, but his work has been 
mainly with two meters and 
therefore, except as noted, will 
apply more to that band. 

One of the first things neces- 
sary for applying the following 
methods of working and re- 
flecting signals an VHF UHF 
is a transmitter with 100 to 500 
watts of input power. The more 
the better. Of equal importance 
is a good low noise receiver. A 
good receiver with a good con- 
verter will do. The target being 
reduction of noise level. 

One of the first things you 
may encounter with this set up 
is TVI on receivers with 43 me. 
IF strips. A cure for this is a 
quarter wave tuning stub at the 
TV receiver input terminals. ‘The 
stub may be coax or twin lead 
about 13 inches long with a vari- 
able capacitor across it. Or you 
may short the terminal and grid 
dip the stub to resonance. 

In working the various types 
of scatter it is also necessary to

have a beam antenna with as. 


much gain as possible. Multi 
element yagis, stacked arrays 
and quads will do the job. 

Trope scatter is so called be- 
cause the troposphere is used as 
a reflector. It is usable winter or 
summer and gives a good 400 to 
500 mile range. 

Ionosphere scatter is good for 
700 to 1400 miles, but requires a 
thousand watts of power and an 
antenna gain of 25 db. 

Ducting and temperature in- 
version is usually coastal in na- 
ture and the best openings occur 
in the fall. It accompanies a 
sharp change in temperature. 
Evening dew in the summer is a 
good indication of this condition. 
It is possible to work 500 to 
600 miles with low power. 

Sporadic E scatter. The spora- 
dic E layer is actually clouds of 
icdized particals which travel 


tions from this layer are apt to 
be of short duration. From 5 
minutes to 30 minutes in length. 
The effects of this phenomenon 
are more prevalent on _ six 
meters. However, short skip 
on six meters is an indication 
of two meter scatter. With 
sporatic E the skip is wpwards 
of 3000 miles. 

Florida amateurs may be 
surprised, as I was, to learn 
that auroral reflection is usable 
in Florida. Carl has worked 
W4RMU in Jacksonville from 
New Jersey on two meters that 
way. In order for Florida hams 
to hear northern stations via 
auroral reflection it is necessary 
for him to point h's beam in a 
northwesterly direction and the 
northern station should point 
his beam in a westerly. direc- 
tion. Two meter signals off the 
aurora have a rushing sound. 
This is caused from extreme 
phase . shifting of the signals. 
On AM. operation the whase 
shift will actually cancel cut 


one side band from the. other 


modes of emission more desir- 
able. SSB is sometimes success- 
ful due to the fact there is only 
one side band and it will not 
cancel itself out. CW works 
fine. Sometimes. tilting the 
beam antenna upwards helps 
improve signal strength. 

Usually after an avtroral dis- 
play another will follow 27 days 
later, plus or minus one day. 
The aurora occurs in time with 
sunspot activity and is believed 
to be caused by these solar 
storms. These reflections are 
equally effective on 10, 6, and 
2 meters. 


Meteor scatter requires at 
least 100 watts of power. CW, 
AM, and SSB can be used. They 
are usually in for bursts of 15 
to 20 second duration making it 
difficult at times to zero beat 
a SSB signal. Best method is 
pre set frequency with the other 
station. The best meteor scatter 
occurs with the arrival of the 
Perseids. They come on August 
10th and last to August 15th 
with August 12th being the 
peak time. Carl has observed 
0800 and 0900 EST as the best 
time to use the Perseids. On six 
meters with higher power you 
can regularly work a path of 
100 miles. Two meter distances 
are affected. by temperature and 
air pressure and therefore vary 
in length. 

Transequatorial scatter can 
be used only by six meter sta- 
tions. 

Trans aurora belt scatter can 
only be used on six meter sta- 
tions within the belt. Results 
are much like those in sporadic

Carl asked 
him to make another transmis- 
sion to verify what he heard 
and the same thing occurrad. 
He measured the second trans- 
mission and found the delay 
to be of two second duration. 
Causes of this phenomenon are 
yet unknown. 

When asked how he is able 
to run a kilowatt on two me- 
ters, Carl replied that he is 
using a pair of 4CX25B-s in 
push pull with a tuned line 
driven by a single 6360 and ex- 
cited by a crystal controled 
transister oscillator. A write up 
on this oscillator appeared in 
February 63 CQ magazine.

_ VHF IN FLORIDA 
Allen A. Engleman, W4RMU 


When this column was started 
in Florida Skip several years 
ago the intention was to keep 
readers informed of the VHF 
activity throughout the state. 
Contributions were received and 
coverage of VHF activities and 
relate? items were printed. The 
coverage was generally limited 
to the information sent in by 
‘veaders, since my location is 
removed from the sections of 
the state where most VHF ac- 
tivity is located. The past year 
‘or so these contributions have 
dwindled to the point that few 
if any are received. Therefore, 
I feel that someone who is lo- 
‘cated in or near sections of 
greater activity should edit this 
column. I advised Andy, W4IYT, 
of my viewpoint on this subject 
and he suggested that I write 
one more column and request a 
volunteer to take it over. There 
is no doubt that someone with 
a sincere interest in VHF, prop- 
erly located, could do much in 
advancing VHF in this state, 
through the medium of this 
column. I urge those of you in- 
terested in editing this column, 
write Andy Clark, W4IYT, Ed- 
ivOmenben Os box 501,- Miami 
Springs, Florida. 

At one time or another I am 
sure all of us have asked our- 
selves if we are receiving all 
there is to hear on VHF. Just 
how well does our convertors 
do the job? The simplist and 
most practical method that I 
have found to answer this ques- 
tion is to check the convertor 
for noise generated in the in- 
put circuit against atmospheric 
noise brought in by the antenna. 


If we find that the convertor 
noise is less than the atmos- 
pheric noice brought in by the 
antenna, then we can rest as- 
sured that we are hearing all 
there is to hear and are not 
tuning past signals that could 
be received with a better con- 
vertor. 


The method [ use to determine 
just where my convertor fits 
into this picture is to remove 
the antenna and connect a 52 
ohm or 72 ohm resister (depend- 
ing on the impedeance of the 
coax line used to the converter 
from the antenna). Adjust the 
RF gain control of the receiver 
until we get a reading on the 
S meter say’ S units of noise. 


Next remove the resistor and 
replace the antenna. If the S 
meter reads somewhat higher 
with the antenna connected we 
can be reasonably sure that the 
atmospheric noise is the noise 
that is masking the signals and

not convertor noise. If that is 
the case there is little to be 
gained with a better convertor 
with a lower noise figure. About 
all that can be done is to get 
more gain in the antenna sys- 
tem. The above test is not ac- 
curate if the convertor is not 
stable and has a tendency to 
oscillate or regenerate. 

Using this procedure I have 
found that almost any convertor 
for 50MC will mave a noise in- 
put at least 2 S units below the 
atmospheric noise level brought 
in by the antenna in _ these 
southern latitudes. Even the 
noisey 6AK5 proves a satisfac- 
tory input tube at 50MC, as far 
as noise level is concerned. 144- 
MC is a different story and a 
triode such as the 417A or per- 
haps some of the better neuvis- 
tors are to be preferred. 

So before you put out good 
cash for a new convertor try 
this test and you may will save 
your money. especially on 50MC 
convertors.

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HURRICANES & WELFARE 
TRAFFIC 


W4SMK 


Personal observations and 
monitoring by this writer dur- 
ing Hurricane Donna and sev- 
eral other storms in Florida, 
Texas, and Louisiana have 
prompted these comments about 
hurreane and welfare traffic. 
By welfare traffic ] mean all 
messages which according to 
the Fla. AREC Plan would be 
classified Priority 7. In the 
past much of this traffic has 
cluttered our state emergency 
nets, much of it was undeliver- 
able, or was delevered too late 
to be of value, and most of it 
was totally unnecessary in the 
first place. Our Fla. AREC plan 
sodves part of the problem by 
assigning welfare traffic to 
certain nets on specified fre- 
quencies. However, with the 
rapidly growing population of 
this state and increasing num- 
bers of people who own property 
here, but live out of state, the 
best solution I see for the fu- 
ture is a drastic reduction in the 
volume of incoming welfare 
traffic into any hurricane area. 
This may be accomplished by 
the following means. 

1. An all out educational 
program, backed by Fla. Ama- 
teurs, and with the cooperation 
of the Weather Bureau, and 
commercial press, radio, and TV 
to enlighten the American pub- 
lic about hurricanes. The most 
important single fact we need 
to get across is that while a 
hurricane can cause a great 
deal of widespread property 
damage, that they now rarely 
cause death or injury to any- 
one who takes the simplest of 
precautions. 

Persons living out of state 
who have property here must 
be encouraged to adequately in- 
sure that property against loss 
or damage. (No, I don’t sell 
insurance.) They should also 
appoint a Fla. resident neighbor 
to check their property after 
a storm, and to get in touch 
with them if necessary. Those 
persons having relatives and/or 
property in Fla. must be taught 
that telephones and land lines 
are often damaged, but that 
service is usually restored in a 
few days, and until that they 
should assume that, “No news 
is good news.” 

Many persons throughout the 
country equate hurricanes with 
tornadoes, and have many mis- 
conceptions regarding storms. 
ists and a small minority of our 
fellow radio amateurs have done 
much to foster some of these 
misconceptions, and have spread 
rumors, distorted damage re- 
ports, and in general sensa- 


tionalized thurrican news for 
personal reasons. In all our 
casual contacts with fellow 
amateurs aroun dthe United 
States we Fla. amateurs should 
endeavor to present the true 
facts about tropical storms 
when the opportunity presents 
itself. We naturally fear things 
of which we have little know- 
ledge, and here is an opportun- 
ity for education which will pay 
off in fewer panic messages 
following the next hurricane. 


2. We Fla. amateurs should 
shift the emphasis on welfare 
traffic from incoming traff*c 
traffic. We should encourage 
and make it possible for people 
in the hurricane area (Fla.) to 
send messages out quickly to 
their relatives or other persons 
assur'ng them of their safety, 
or ask'ng for aid, as the case 
might be. This shift should be 
made for the following reasons. 


A. Persons in the hurricane 
area can readilly assess the 
damage and possible need for 
aid, and can better decide if a 
welfare type message is really 
necessary. We Fla. people who 
have been through storms be- 
fore are less apt to send panic 
messages than is someone in 
another state with no experi- 
ence. 

B. A message originated 
within a disaster area and sent 
out has a much better chance 
of prompt delivery as does a 
messtage originated outside and 
sent into the disaster area. We 
all know that mos tamateur 
traffic is finally delivered by 
telephone or mailed as a last 
resort. Hurricanes badly dam- 
age local telephone service, and 
local service is only restored 
after long distance lines, tele- 
graph, and teletype are back 
in operation. The amateur with 
a pile of welfare traffic to de- 
liver must often mail it, (and 
the mails are slow and may be 
uncertain) or deliver it in per- 
son, (this is a huge task), or 
give it to Red Cross for deliv- 
ery (if there is a Red Cross 
groop present, if they are not 
snowed under with other work, 
etc.) Any method usually re- 
sults in much sweat on the 
amateur’s part and delayed de- 
livery at anw rate. The amateur 
operator outside of the hurri- 
cane area thas none of these 
problems, and is the logical one 
to be delivering messages. 


C. A large volume of out- 
going welfare traffic of the 
book message type say “ARL 
ONE” or something similar, 
could be handled by a few good 
key ew or rtty stations which 
did nothing but transmit to key 
stations in nearby states. I also 
endorse the plan advanced by 


some other traffic men to estab- 
lish two frequencies for each 
net. One to be a sending or out- 
going net, the other to be a re- 
ceiving or incoming net. This 
eliminates much QSY’ing and 
makes maximum use of two fre- 
quencies instead of having sta- 
tions spread over 25 to 50 Ke. 
handling traffic. This would 
allow out of state stations to do 
most of the delivering of wel- 
fare traffic. It would also elimi- 
nate the need for two messages, 
is. one message coming in to 
Fla. and an answering message 
going back, provided the people 
in this state were prompt in 
notifying their relatives that 
all is well. 

To be workable this plan 
again will call for our educating 
the public. We must first con- 
vince the people in Fla. that it 
is their responsibilitl to prompt- 
ly contact their relatives and 
friends out of state as soon as 
possible after a storm. They 
should inform them that in the 
event they hear nothing they 
can assume that, “No news is 
good news.” More important, 
we amateurs. wirking with 
AREC and Red Cross, must 
provide a reliable group of wel- 
fare traffic nets and operators 
who can handle a large volume 
of outgoing traffic as described 
in paragraph C. to send out 
these messages or assurance to 
all parts of the country. We 
must let the people of Fla. 
know about this service at their 
disposal. 


We must further educate our 
fellow amateur traffic handlers 
the U. S., and if they agree 
to cooperate wit hus they would 
be requested to deliver prompt- 
ly all welfare traffic coming 
out of Fla. following a storm. 
These amateurs in the others 
states should work with us by 
discouraging people in their 
towns from originating welfare 
traffic into the hurricane area 
immediately after the storm and 
for a period of perhaps 72 
hours. This would give a mes 
sage from Fla. an opportunity 
to be delivered to them and 
eliminate the need for a mes 
sage to Fla. It would also pro- 
vide a chance for the normal 
communications such as land- 
line to be repaired, and elimi- 
nate the need for amateur traf- 
fic altogether. This is not meant 
as an attempt to discourage 
handling of traffic by amateur 
radio, but as an attempt to 
discourage handling unnecessary 
traffic this way, and overwork- 
ing people who are overworked 
already. 


The writer realizes that no 
such plan as this, which re- 
quires state-wide, and even

nation-wide cooperation can be 
put into operation in the near 
future. It will never work per- 
fectly, since there will always 
be someone who insists upon 
originating a message to Aunt 
Jane in Fla. asking her welfare 
while the hurricane is still 
of Puerto Rico. However, I feel 
that this approach is a step in 
the right direction, and I invite 
criticism and comments from 
Fla. Skip readers and traffic 
men everywhere. What say

(Thoughtful for 
VFO station to avoid known 
frequencies of rock - bound 
locals.) 

2. Long ecq’s on busk band. 
(ARRL says do not answer 
over-long cq’s!) 

8. Long call when zero-beat 
with station who says he'll 
listen at his own frequency. 
(Senseless. Self - defeating. 
Opening may shift. Seconds 
count on 6.) 2 

4. Two amateurs with one 
rig (om-xyl) ,,earning” new 
state or country with single 
QSO. (It has been customary 
for one amateur to work and 
sign with needed station. Sec- 
ond amateur then calls. Ethics 
regulate many practices which 
are not legislated. Observance 
of ethical traditions separates 
hams from hogs.) 

5. Lo n g transmissions 
(ARRL recommends 2 or 3 
minutes. Most objectionable is 
play-by-play commentary while 


eating, writing reports, etc.) 

6. Over id-ling in local QSO. 
(Of course, frequent id’s do 
help in QRM on openings.) 

7. Chronic giggling, gush- 
ing, squealing, exclaiming “gol- 
ly”, ete. 

8. Mis-leading replies to 
directional cq’s. (If you can’t 
resist “Ariz calling Ala.”, at 
least say early andclearly that 
you are in Fla. He may take 
pity on you.) 

Not actually malpractices, 
but something to think about: 

1. Monopolizing choice dx 
while locels wait. 

2. Unreasonable requests. 
(Asking om to call xyl from 
bathing baby for additiional 
station towards certificeate.) 

ARRL Handbook more about 
operating procedure, and says 
it better stressing: “Our ama- 
teur radio and also our person- 
al reputations as serious com- 
munications workers depends on 
us.”

BUREAU OF STANDARDS 


The National Bureau of Stan- 
dards is presently conducting 
two new stations which will 
substantially increase the cov- 
erage of standerd time and 
frequency transmissions. The 
new facilities are located at 
Fort Collins, Col., and will be 
operating this year. Calls of 
the transmitters will be WWVB 
and WWVL, both of which 
have been transmitting on an 
experimental basis for several 
years. WWVL will have a 
radiated power of 1 kw on 20 
ke and WW'VB will radiate 7 
kw on 60 ke. 

Time signals will offer a 
precision of between 1/100,000 
and 1/1,000,000 of a _ second, 
depending on distance from the 
transmitter. [Frequency stability 
will be on the order of 1 part 
in 10 billion on a global basis, 
in about 24 hours. This diamond 
shaped antenna for each station 
will be about 1900 feet long 
and 750 feet wide and will be 
supported on (4) 400 foot high 
wguyed, steel towers.

THE NOVICE BANDS 

Many novices feel that, due to 
their newness at this game, they 
do not have the rigrt to complain 
about anything relating to their 
attempt to become good hams. 
I have always hastened to assure 
them that they have as much 
right to air a legitimate gripe 
as any other amateur and have 
urged that they do so. 


I am writing this particular 
letter in an attempt to act as 
spokesman for several hard- 
working, serious-minded novices 
of my acquaintance in my area. 
I have personally checked into 
these complaints and hav efound 
that they have a very good rea- 
son to feel that they are being 
forced to operate under some 
pretty tough handicaps beyond 
those caused by the heavy QRM 
in their very crowded bands. 

Let’s concentrate specifically 
on the 80 meter segment by 
asking pertinent questions of the 
general amateur fraternity. Why 
is it that many generals insist 
on cranking up their high pow- 
ered rigs somewhere within the 
novice band and engaging in a 
search for a QSO, carrying on 
a rag-chew with a novice or, 
and this is the truth so help me, 
having a rag-chew with another 
general. Their code speed, for 
the most part, makes it difficult 
if not impossible for most nov- 
ices to identify them. I have suc- 
ceeded in logging several calls 
involved and, while I cannot with 
any degree of accuracy indicate 
what power was being used, I 
can say quite definitely that it 
was far in excess of that per- 
mitted novices. 

Now, I know that this sort of 
thing is not illegal but is it 
ethical. Is the amateur guilty 
of this being considerate of 
those who are forced to operate 
at much lower power plus the 
fact that they just do not have 
the experience to copt with this 
sore of interference. It is possi- 
ble to obtain the cooperation of 
higher powered generals sug- 
gesting that they limit their 
power, while operating inside 
the novice bands, to 75 watts 


input or less? Will it be neces- 
sary for the thousands of novices 
to band together and petition 
the FCC for a change in the 
regulations requiring not just a 
75 watt power limit for novices 
but to extend this 75 watts ao 
ANY operation (amateur of 
course) within the novice seg- 
ments. 

It can lead to just that felliws. 
A novices life is tough enough 
trying to increase his operating 
ability, his technical skill and 
his knowledge of presently used 
QSO precedures plus the natural 
feer of the beginner without 
having to cope with higher pow- 
ered equipment and high speeds 
in his segment of the bands. 
His equipment, for one thing, is 
seldom the best technically with 
special emphasis on his receiver, 
to be able to handle interference 
that the average general has no 
trouble with. Let’s be consid- 
erate of our future olditimers 
and help them to become good 
operators by contributing less 
to their already heavy QRM 
problems.
